A Tribute from His Employes and Associates 


TV 
.ai. J f 
BATH, as it does to all. came last Saturday 
evening to H erbert L Orlmm, editor and 
m anager respectively of Tile Gettysburg Times 
and Hie Times and News publishing compony. 
The end came quietly after six years of a linger­ 
ing illness. 
Through those six years of suffering the hum an 
qualities of G ettysburg’s foremost reporter, fen 
“Herb" always referred to himself as a reporter, 
became the more evident. 
He accepted his fate 
uncomplainingly although the medical profession 
had limited his span of life to but a few years. 
Serious complications developed as the m onths 
rolled by yet he carried on in the true spirit cl a 
trained and disciplined reporter, ever faithful to 
Ids chosen calling, accepting no quarter or handi­ 
cap because of the heavy toll that his illness 
exacted upon his physical efforts. 
Herb’s early religious training, his ancestors 
before him having served the ministry of the 
United Brethren church honorably und faithfully 
for three generations, served hun in good stead 
throughout his hie. 
He appreciated the short­ 
comings, or failings, of his tellovv men and used 
this to guide him in the dissemination of news, 
fairly, honestly, and without bias, over a period of 
a quarter of a century. 
He had an inherent 
ability to detect the good things in m an and 
sought, at all tunes, to bring them to the fore at 
every opportunity. 
During his long career in Hie newspaper world 
“Herb” spent the greater portion of his 25 years’ 
service in Gettysburg. He was proud of his asso­ 
ciations here and ins associates with whom lie 
worked and who worked for him. 
He never re­ 
quested but always commanded the utm ost respect 
and loyalty of those who worked for hun In guid­ 
ing the destiny of ills physical efforts. This loyally 
was 
manifested 
on 
numerous 
occasions. 
His 
employes, like his wide host of friends, were legion. 
He, in turn, gave his own loyalty. 
He always 
accepted full responsibilities for the actions oi 
ills workers in his editorial sphere. 
He set down 
no ironclad rules or regulations, except fairness 


in all things especially in Hie treatm ent al news 
us concerning others. 
In this respect “Herb" unwittingly earned the 
highest esteem cl other editors ami reporters. 
He was known far and wide for hts unswerving 
loyalty to the newspaper profession. 
Tilts never 
failing policy caused him no end ol heart aches 
when lie realized that the exactness of this high

A BOUT 20 miles west out of Boston, on route 2CT you come to the little 
* * town of South Sudbury, M assachusetts. 
Here in the olden, golden 
days, travelers came by stage coach and lingered a t an attractive Inn. 
It was built nearly 250 years ago. 
Once called ‘ Howe’s Tavern.'' and later “Red Horse In n ,” today it 
is known as “The Wayside Inn.” in honor of the poet Longfellow’s beau­ 
tiful collection of poems "Tales of a Wayside Inn.” Here the famous folks 
cf the past came to dine and sleep. 
W ashington visited it, and Lafay­ 
ette slept herr, as well as Thomas Edison in later years. 
Iii 1923 the estate of sonic 5000 acres and the many out buildings 
were purchased by Henry Ford and all restored as nearly as possible to Its 
original state. 
The hand hewn beams, floors and original utensils give a 
glorious story for the visitor to carry away with him — for the Inn, and 
everything about it wa# 


“Built in the old Colonial day 
When men lived in a grander way 
W ith am pler hospitality*^’ 


For the first time, recently, I visited this Inn. It serves the public as 
of yore — but I question th a t any finer food was ever placed before a 
traveler than is* placed before him today, and served in a m anner so 
• xquisite. The old G rist Mill has been restored and here are ground the 
whole grain cereals served in the Inn, The entire setting is a poem th a t 
one can easily understand stirred the poetic genius of Longfellow, 
A boy’s school is located on th e estate — characteristic of Henry Ford, 
whose mind always searches out the practical and useful, and whose pur­ 
pose iii preserving this beautiful traditional landm ark, is to keep before 
people the groat heritage that we owe to those of th e past who believed 
in work. in creating, a n d fn the essential things th a t make for charac­ 
ter and clean living. 
In so brief a space it is impossible to note all the m any interesting 
sights* and the simple, unspoiled beauty of “Tlie Wayside In n ” and its 
setting. 
No one, however, should miss the opportunity to visit the Inn, 
who is Anywhere in the vicinity — and it is worth Traveling a long distance 
to see and to drink in all its beauty. Here also is restored the little red 
school house th a t M ary Sawyer attended and who has been immortalized 
in the poem “M ary Had a Little Lamb."

WARSAW FORTS 


Berlin. Sept. 26 (AP) — An army 
communique indicated today G er­ 
man forces had started to storm 
the defenses of Warsaw after all ef­ 
forts had failed to convince the 
Polish commander of the ‘‘grue­ 
someness and uselessness of resist­ 
ance.” 
The Polish capital has been be­ 
sieged since September 8. The final 
drive 
to crash it was launched 
Monday. 
In a surprise attack, Hie com­ 
munique said the Germans captured 
Mokotowski 
fortress 
a n d 
t h e n 
pushed into the Warsaw suburb of 
Mokotow. Mokotowski is one of four 
forts guarding Warsaw from the 
south and west. 
The others are 
Forts Bema, Wolski and Szcze&li- 
wicki. 
Today’s communique s a i d the 
army in Poland was moving toward 
the German-Soviet Russian demar­ 
cation line, and that in brief fights 
with 
the Poles along the lower 
course of the San river 2.000 prison­ 
ers were taken. 
May Release Prisoners 
Artillery fire and minor scouting 
activities 
were 
reported 
on 
the 
western front along with the shoot­ 
ing down of six French planes and 
two captive balloons. 
This boosted 
the air toil in the west, according 
to German figures, to 32 planes and 
six balloons. 
A new gesture of friendliness to­ 
ward Fiance by the nazi government 
was expected in informed quarters. 
Rumors, completely without official 
verification, were to the elf eel that 
Germany rn i g ii I retease French 
prisoners taken to date on the west­ 
ern front. 
The same rumors had it that G er­ 
many believed the soldiers would be 
good peace propagandists, if they 
could be convinced tile reich feels 
no animosity toward France. 
Official sources contended G er­ 
many has no war aims regarding 
France and th at her chief concern 
is that her opponents may violate 
the neutrality of Belgium and the 
Netherlands to attack Germany a t a 
spot unprotected by the Siegfried 
line. 
According to earlier reports from 
London, the 
British 
feared that 
German troops massed near the 
Netherlands a n d Belgium might 
strike out toward France through 
neutral 
territory 
D N B 
official 
German news agency said, “it may 
be true that the neutrality of Bel­ 
gium and the Netherlands is en­ 
dangered, but not from the Oermun 
side.” 
D N B 
added that G e r m a n y 
‘‘would least want the battlefront 
along the Netherlands and Belgian 
frontiers because that is uncom­ 
fortably close to the Ruhr coal fields 
and to the highly developed lower 
Rhine Industrial region 
A man close to the government 
said in summing up German policy, 
"we are ready for peace, and we 
are ready for war, bul the initiative 
for warlike actions m ast be taken 
by Germany’s opponents.” 
Germany’s submarine w a r f a r e 
continued. Military sources said U- 
boats were hampering British trade 
severely, and that British ships, to­ 
talling 300,000 tons, had been sunk, 
Meantime, 
Germany 
abolished 
what frontiers w'ere left between 
German and Polish Upper Silesia. 
The rich industrial and mining ter­ 
ritory has been incorporated as a 
part of Germany. 


Norristown, Pa.., Sept. 26 (AP).— 
The slaying of the comely young 
wife of a Philadelphia paper com­ 
pany executive by an intruder in her 
secluded home sent officers on a 
hunt for every “strange m an” re­ 
ported recently iii the wooded sub­ 
urban area around Norristown. 
Pal ice sought the murderer of 
Mrs. Clara Buchanan, 36, strangled 
Monday with her apron and two 
kitchen towels. 
Her seven-year-old 
son, Edward, Jr., found her body 
sprawled on the dining room floor. 
Much of her clothing was ripped 
away and the $20,000 colonial house 
a mile west of here was ransacked. 
The crime terrified other wives 
left alone daily in tree-curtained 
homes, 
hundreds of 
yards 
from 
neighbors, 
while 
their 
husbands 
commute to Philadelphia. Buchanan 
was in the city, 15 miles away, when 
his wife was slain. The news near­ 
ly prostrated him and the family 
doctor refused to let him see the 
body. 
Chief County Detective Hay Mun- 
shower gave this version of the 
tragedy; 
Mrs. Buchanan, a slight brunette 
with striking features, drove her 
husband to the railroad station and 
her son to school. 
Then she went 
marketing. 
Returning home about noon, she 
left the car in tile front driveway 
and lugged her bundles inside her 
attractive wood-stone house. 
She 
heard a noise as she placed a bap, 
of groceries on the kitchen table and 
went into the dining room. There 
her .slayer sprung from hiding and 
struck her down. 
Large bruises 
were found on her left temple and
